To the Citizens of Weston: . 


We are now maintaining three schools with sixty 
pupils enrolled. Our teachers, all of whom are certifi- 
ed, are doing faithful, conscientious work which brings 
results. 

Last June elght pupils were graduated from the 
eighth grade. Graduating exercises were held in the 
Town Hall followed by a reception to parents and 
friends. The following Monday, the teachers took the 
graduating class on an automobile trip to Woodstock 
and Windsor, visiting places of interest in those towns 
as well as others along the way. A very pleasant and 
profitable excursion. Only six of Weston’s young 
people are now in high school, three in Chester, one in 
Brattleboro, two in Saxtons River. I am glad to report 
an improvement in attendance this year. During the 
fall term of fifteen weeks, the following pupils were not

Parker. Several others very nearly reached the 100% 
mark. Several repairs have been made on the village 
school house. The cloak rooms were sheathed, and the 
front of the building was painted. We hope the good 
work will continue around the building. In September 
Mrs. Julia French presented the Village Grammar . 
School with ten beautifully bound and illustrated vol- 
umes relating to the lives of our Presidents. The chil- 
dren in all the schools have earned money to buy some- 
thing for the schools rooms. The year has been a suc- 
cessful one, and yet, we need more books and other 
equipment to make our schools wholly efficient.
